GENTLEMEN :-AS 1 A .\I A CAN- 
didate f-jr Victoria City at tlio ap- 
' proacliiiig Provincial election I beg to «o-

In doing ^'i I express the h.opu that my 
conduct a.< one of your representutivca 
has boon sm-h a^ ti' meet v\ith your ap- 
proval and th:it y-ju rocognito that my 
oti'orts have been steadily directed tci tho 
wclfaro of Victoria and British Columbia, 
.\ll measures introduced iu the Logis- 
laturo calculated to advance your rntorr 
ests and tho prosperity of this Province 
have received my hearty support. Among 
those of a local nature which have sectlred 
important advantages to you, I mention 
the abolition-_of Prpvincial lasatitm on 
real eat atn in Wuniqibalitiesi thd-:aofaoiiit- 
i^cnt uf Police'llugistfrtie^ 5na coi^^t'of 
the police by the Mayor and Council.'^the 
rntentioii of the whole of tho liquor 
liceii^.ea by the cily, the onlargeiiio.nl of 
Keacon Hill Park by the addition of con- 
aiderablo land and an extensive water 
front, the transfer of the Park and tho 
Comotry-.to tho Corpuration.and an ap- 
propriatiuii for a now^sehobl building now 
in course 6f construction. Thoie benefi- 
cial measures had the united slipport of 
your niembcrs. 

In the manageuieiil. of the most iiu- 
porttuil provincial inalli'rs it i.s to be re- 
gretted that the governmont have not 
shown that amount of capacity which tho 
people have a right to expect from those 
entrusted with ihe contrid of public 
atl'airs. 

It was contidently e.xpected that as soon 
as tho .Walkoni govorumont took . ollicQ 
that tho two gii'at works' which most 
directly concern you, the Esquhiialt grav- 
ing dock and the Island railway, wimld be 
fiierget'ically dealt witli and that by tho 
time tl-,e foiuier would be eompletcil and 
the latter under coiistructinii. Vuiir rea- 
sidialile expectations liavo not been is'a- 
lized; eoinparativoly little lias been dom; 
upon thodcSsfe' ond'wbrk ^noAithns boon 
suspended. The island railway is not yet 
commenced and the position of this qiies- 
liiin is such that it is a matter of grave 
tiiieertainty when it \iill be. 

If a gmernment slmuld bo judged by 
its acts, tlieu testing tho proHunt uno by 
what it has accoiii|ilished in four years it 
must bo acknowledged that ita success ha.i 
not boon such as to inspire or justify 
confidence. 

THE KSylT.MVI.l IlKAVING DOCK. 

Oiviiig to the uii.sal islaoiory condition 
of Ihe dock and the rumors as to. the 
u.xtnuirdinary quantity of cement re- 
ipiireil for It 1 (ieeined it my duty to call 
lor a eomtnitteu of inquiry to. ,osamine 
into everything connected with it. Tho 
iiivesiigal ions of the committee disch -ed 
a stale of things wurse tliau e.xpee' d. 
To rocapit iiliUc hero the serious niistake.i 
mado or tho evidence of business mis- 
mahagemi-'lit would retjuire an address far 
be_\oiiii orilinary limils. I shall therefoie 
take a more fitting o|jportunity lo place 
you in posaossioii of all tho facts and to 
explain to you the course 1 took in de.il- 
ing with the dock, which I beliuvo was in 
:you interest and in that of tho Province, 
The dock oiight to have been built birforo 
this, and must be pushed to cumjiletion 
as speedily aa [Kjssible, 

THE ISLAND ItAILW.vY. 

The obligation of the Dominion to con- 
struct this railway is undoubted. It ia a 
just cr.uso of dissatisfaction that the Do- 
niiuiou government h.ivu not yet placod 
this short but important line of raihv.ay 
iinili.'r ceiislruclion as agreed upon. 1 
Hill strongly of opinion that if .Mr. 
Walkein when in Uttaw.-i in IStiO hiid 
pressed wiih energy and ability the claims 
of tho Pruviiico vipon the Dtmtiniun guv- 
ornmnnl they would hUvo bucoine con- 
vinced (if the desirability of making ar- 
rangements to build tho Island railway, 
and would have included it in tho con- 
tract shortly aftbrwArds mado with' tho 
syndicate. If rc elected I assuro yoti 
that jou can roly upon my doing uU that 
is possible to bring about the early coii- 
struotioii of the Island railway. 

THE nilNESE QCE.STI0K. 

'I'he munibei's of tho last legislaturu 
Wfre linitod j^jhi^ desiro. to talio all pos- 
sible 8te}M^-tu stop tho influx of Chinese 
into ihe Province. Whatever appeared 
[iracticable in tho way of legislation was 
atternpted, and when it bucanio curtain 
liiat the jvoworsHiijoyed by the Australian 
ctdonies i)y the osorcise of which Chinese 
iiiiuiigraiion had been t hero checked, were 
not possessed by this Province, but woru 
monopolizetl by the Uoniinion at confed 
oration, repeatoil eli'orts were .made to 
impress the Dominion govornment With 
the urgent need of similar legislation t<< 
prevopi British' Columbia-being 'ovbrruii 
by Cmnaftibii.^' " ' ■' ' 

One of tho objects of iVIr. Walkcm"» 
mission to Ottawa in .rannary, 1880, was 
to stop Chinese inimigrati.jii. .\lr. 
Wnlkom had a conversation with Sir 
John A. Macdoiiald on the subject, but 
no practictd solution of the labor difli- 
ciilty in connection with the railway was 
suggested by him. As sufhciont white 
men for railway work wero not in tho 
ccumtry it was evident thai iiiiless steps 
wore ttikoii to induce white immigration 
that tho'Cliineso would conio. ' The con- 
traptors could not reasonably bo oxpoct- 
dd">to 'tiring-immigrants; like all binpioy- 
ers of labor they take what they can get. 
My opinion is that the goveniment should 
have devised a scheme for \('hito immi- 
gration in coiijiiiiction with tho Domin- 
ion government, so as tu have left no 
opening for Chinese companies to import 
as a commercial speculation nine thou- 
sand Chinamen into British Columbia. 
Tho most forcible representations possible 
by the Provincial government, legislature 
and Dominion members to the Dominion 
government aro urgently necessary to in- 
duce legislation next session similar to 
that of tho United States,

Sir, I was born a 
British coloni.st, but do not wish to die a 
tadpole British colonist. I do not wish 
to die without having all the ri<,'ht,s, 
privileges and immuniiif> of the citizen 
of a nation. Tho tendency of the right 
hon. gentleman's remarks is that wo must 
atill hang on to tho imperial government. 
1 bolievo it would bo well lor Canada ii 
r,he would hrturr on lor nomc coii.^idor- 
able time longer, liee.tii.ie 1 beinn e ilio 
constitution of Canada ia not adapted to 
wuU-working under indopeiuloncc. Be- 
fore this country can assume the petition 
of an independent state its constitution 
must be changed. I hold to tho view 
that obtains on the American side, that 
each province should be an independent 
state. As it is now, in.stead of tho pro- 
vinces having similar rigiits to the re- 
served right.'!, tho expres-Hed rights, thoy 
have none. Holding these views I con- 
gratulate the hon. merabor for West Dur- 
ham in bringing forward tho resolution." 

BEED BROTHEBS' ABBITBATIOX. 

Tur. statement of Mr. Davie on Wed- 
nesday nigiit respecting tlie manner in 
whicli the arbitration of Rood Brothers' 
olsira was managed, or rather not man- 
aged at all, at London, was a surprise even 
to ua. It is known now that in spite of 
the contention of the brilliant financial 
genius who presides over tho f?ov- 
eriiraent, that Reed BroLlicr.? were in- 
debted to the province iu tht; .suin of 
§3,500, the case wa.s sullored to ^'.j by do- 
fault at London, with the inevitable ro 
suit of a verdict of SU, 900 against tho 
government. Mr. Beaven,it will bo ob- 
served, was only a matter of §15,400 out in 
his figures, a mere trifle for a government 
that miscalculated to the extent of 7,000 
tons of cement or §250,000 in caoh on the 
dry dock. The public wore not amazed 
to hear that the case liad gone against 
the government but they are both sur- 
prised and indignant to learn that the 
case went by default.

A party was ;a once di'i- 
patchcd to the spot and arrived just m 
time to stop half a dozen engines about 
to start with trains loaded with coal and 
grain. 

The native population fiave been pi^ur- 
ing into thu city all day through tho vari- 
ous gates with loaded donkeys, carnages 
and vehicles of all descriptions, well 
pleased thtit the discord is at an end and 
their liousea untouched.

Thu Egyptian flag 
was again lu<Pored and a white flag run 
up, and no further steps wore taken, and 
as yestord.iy the fort still remained in the 
hands of thu onomy, it was duterniiiiod 
that unless it surrendered it should be 
buiubarded to day. This nnu'iiing the 
khedive sent somo horsemen with crdeis 
to the commanding officer to surnnuter; 
but tho cavalry brought Wurd that the 
garrisaii had withdrawn in tho night. 

Althoiieh last night there was nu .'ilarii'i 
of ail atlack by .Vrabi's army, liioie iv.is 
something like a p:inic. Snnie Gonnaii 
sailers wliu were protecting the Cieriiian 
hospital, ill \Uiich are liiany sick under 
the care uf the liermaii sisterhood, hur- 
ried thruiigh ih .ugh the town on a false 
alarm that the army was approacliiny. 
When challenged by the pickets they 
foolishly eruiictied duwn and gave no an- 
swer. Our men, thinking they were 
tnarinidcr.s, firod j and tho Uorinan.^, 
thinking the same of iis, returned the 
lire. For a time the scene was one of 
wild cuiifusinn. 'i'he Gerinaiia ran through 
the town, our alarm signala were sound 
ed, and all along the line everybody 
turned out, thinking tho city was at- 
tacked. The only casualty of tho night 
waa that Lient. Aplin, of the Hector, 
shot himself by an accidental discharge 
of his revolver. 

Tho khedive has autli'irized the issue 
of a jiroclamation that the English ad- 
miral, being charged by permission of 
the I'thcdive witli the duty of inaintaiiiing 
order in .-Vlexandria, orders that all per- 
sons, European or native, caught firinj; 
houses shall bo shot, and all plunderers 
rvrroated in tho act shall bo punished for 
thu firat oQ°enao,and shot if caught re- 
peating it. 

Americans did oxcollont sorvicc in 
checking tho fire. Indeed they arrested 
it altogether at several points. They 
went aboard their vessels l;iat night but a 
fresh party landed to-day.
